If the Bible is a
bad book, what are the evil resulta of
reading it?

Do you not think that a judement diy
is necessary in order to explain and fix
up things that were never explained or
fixed up?® If our religion is illogical and
an imposition upon human credulity, wh
were Herachel and Washington and Glad-
stone and Willlam McKinley its advo-
cates?

it in made¥ Had Shakespeare lost his
yenson when he wrobte his faith in Christ
and the great atonement? Put your an-
tagoniat & few questionn like that, and
vou will find him excusing himself for an
encageniont he must mest immedintely.

These words also recognize farreaching
influences. Job probably had no adeguate
idea of the distance of the worlds mon-
tioned from our world, but he knew them
to be far off, and we, who have had
the advantage of modern sidereal inves-
tigntion, ought to be sbill more impressod
than was Job with the question of the
text, aa it puts before up the fact that
worlds lhundreds of thousands of miles
distant have a grip on our world, There
are sweet influences which hold wa from
afay.
